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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Linger does not teach 
"passing packets of the clear stream through a multiplexer, wherein when the at least one critical packet Is identified in the packets of the 
clear stream, the critical packet of the clear stream drops and the scrambled critical packets included in the first and second encryption 
streams pass" because Linger discloses a select-then-encrypt system, it fails to disclose an encrypt-then-select system as claimed. 
Examiner notes Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant's argument has no merit since the 
"encrypt-then-select" feature of the alleged limitation has not been recited into the claim - because the "comprising the steps of preamble 
does not ascertain the exact sequence (and order) of the list claim limitations as recited - i.e. "scrambling the clear stream according to a 
first / second encryption method to provide a first / second encryption stream" is not necessary occur before the "aligning in time the 
clear stream, the first encryption stream, and the second encryption stream" and "passing packets of the clear stream through a 
multiplexer and etc". Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).. 
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
